Marshall 1loved flying and worked on his
home-built airplane for 12 years, finally flying it in 1984; he

belonged to the Radio Control Club and Moline Sky Raiders; and
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WHEREAS, Fr. Marshall was preceded in death by his four

brothers, John, Thomas, William Lee, and Robert Marshall; and

WHEREAS, Fr. Marshall is survived by his stepdaughter and
her husband, Katherine and Rob Hebert, and his nephew, John B.
